Mr. Don M. Dickinson, of Michigan, 


who succeeds General Vilab at the head 
of the General Postoffice, is the young- 
est member of the Cabinet, for he has 
just entered his fortieth year. He ia at 
an age when learning and experience 
are jast uppled to their best nse, for 
they are joined to the first fluph of a 
man's physical prime. He has ample 
learning and all tbe accomplishments of 
statesmanship, and these are guided by 
a most useful experience in the leader- 
ship of men in his State, and an en- 
larging association with the leading 
minds of the country. He has those 
qualities of courage and sincerity, loy- 
alty to his friends aud his convictions, 
which are something more than the 
mere graces of a public character, since 
they »re the tests of its depth and its 
endurance. 


He succeeds an excellent administra- 


tive officer, of tireless energy, and brings 
to the control of that branch of the 
Government business which has the 
widest contact with the people, an or- 
ganizing faculty which will be equal to 
the great demands upon it that the 
rapid development of the \Vaat will 
create during the next eighlesn months. 


The President is foi lunate, inasmuch 


as the Cabinet changes compelled the 
introduction of new material, in the 
selection of Mr. Dickinson. The ex- 
pansion of which we speak will make 
necessary soon tho use of all the dis- 
cretion lodged with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral consistent with prudent economy in 
the increase of postal facilities to accom- 
modate the rapid transfer of population 
to the country west of the Missouri 
river. la some respects this discretion 
of his depaitment is limited by the ne- 
cessity of Congressional co-operation, 
and when such limit is found to embar- 
rass the public and deprive the people 
ot needed facilities, Congress may rely 
upon the wisdom, propriety and neces"- 
bity of his recommendations. His pol- 
icy will be that of tha Administration, 
which means that it will be prudent and 
vigorous. 


In private life Mr. Dickinson has 


achieved a double career. 
He made 


early conquest of all the honors of the 
legal profession, in which he was of tho 
foremost rank in his State, where a law- 
yer has to bo the peer of Cooley and 
Joy to be rated first-class. To this he 
added a triumphant business career, 
which, by legitimate and honorable pro- 
ceases, won for him an independent for- 
tune. To these two he1 BOW begins the 
addition of a third success in public 
life, and that it will be v on we have no 
doubt. 


His position in the party has all the 


time been that of n firm believer in the 
leadership of the President, und a fear- 
less propagation of his principles and 
policies.

He is the fourth citizen of Michigan 


to enter the Cabinet. 
It is perhaps for- 


gotten by the general reader that Michi- 
gan furnished Cass to the Cabinet of 
Jackson while it was yet a territory, and 
the present. States of Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin wore two of its counties. We be- 
lieve it tbe only case in our history in 
which a citizen of a territory entered the 
Cabinet. 
After 
nerving 
Jackson 
as 


Secretary of War he was called in 
Buchanan's Cabinet as Secretary of j 
State twenty-five years later. 


In 1853 Mr. Pierce appointed Kobert 


McClelland, who had been twice Gover- 
nor of Michigan, to be Secretary of the 
Interior, and in 1875 GPD. Grant pave 
the same position to Mr. Zachariah 
Chandler. 


When Cass entered the Cabinet he 


was 49, McClelland was 45, and Chand- 
ler £was 61. Mr. Dickiobou therefore 
is the youngest of the four, p.ud is their 
peer in all the elements of fitness for tho 
great trust which he assumes.
